GRESHAM’s CONSrHIBUTION 


The Poatmaster-Generai’s Idaesof What the Bervicc 


Should Ke. 

WASHINGTON, December ?--The annual report-ci 
the postmaster general is @ document of considera 
bie interest, 
the past fiscal year amounted to $45,503,692.41. 
estimated surplus of reverue over the estimated 
total cost of tne service for the year is $1,001,251-83. 


The receipts for (he year were &§.6 per cent more than 


those of the previous fi-cal year. This ratio of in 


crease is about three per eeut less than the average 


one for the preceding three years, aud is aceounted 
for by the fact that purcheses of three cent letter 
postage stamps were Uimited in anticipation 
of the change of postage to two ceuts. 
The reduction of postage makes it difficult te fore- 
cast the postal revenues. No statistics have been 
received by the department showing the: moumt of 
tase collected on eack class of mail matier. and 
fia therefore impossibie to determine the precise 
. extent to which the revenues are affected by the 
reduction. Tne stimulws of a lower iate of pos 
age is another elem:ntof uncertainty, Itis natu- 
raily conjectured that an iucreased revenue wll be 
derived from an increased amount of correspond- 
euce, the substitution of sealed circulars at two 
cents for open oves at one cent and the 
substitution of letters for postal cards 
During the last fiscal year there was av increase 
of 14 66 percentof mail letters delived,20 49 per cent 
of mail postal cards delivered, 16 03 per ceut of lo 
. Cal ietters, ls 76 per ceut of loca: postal cards 10 86 
per cent of registered letters and 26.60 per cent of 
newspapers. ; 
It is recommended thet the free delivery system 
be extended ax rapidiy as the interests and con- 
yenieuce of the public require. Ihe report r com- 
mends thatthe postinaster-geveral be aulaorwed to 
rent suitabie buildings forfour yearsor such «ether 
time as may be advisable; thatsuits be brougnt for 
the recovery of movey fiaudulently obtained 
in the shape of unjustifiable allowances mace for 
exvediced star rou.e seevive;* hatghe wiiow or 
guardian of the mi.vor childrew of arailway postal 
Clerk kilied iu the service he paid a sum equal to 
one year’s salary for the grade hel by the person 
killed atthe time of his death; that all fees re- 
ceived from the issue of Mouey Orders and postal 
notes be deposited in the wrea-ury, and that the ex- 
peuses of the system be providea for by apprupria- 
tious made by c ‘neress; thal suitable laws he pass- 
ed relativg to indemuities for the loss oi registered 
letters in the ocean mails, aud = fur 
the transmission to addrosses of dutiable articles 
of mail matter received ia the mails trom other 
countries, The attention of congress is called to 
the importance of the mailsteamship service to the 
Australian colouies, and the pustal service between 
this and other countries. The opinion is express 
ed that it would be unwise to reduce the postage on 
drop letters to one cent. In rating ftir-t Class mat- 
ter itis recommended that the unitof weight be 
ehauged from vue-half an ovuce to one ounce, aud 
that the postage ou newspapers be mede 
one cent for three ounces for all 
papers rent by othess than publishers 
or news agents. In order to suppress the lo tery 
evil itis proposed to exelude from the muils every 
newspaper Coutalning au advertisemeut of a lottery 
or lottety ageucy. and to reader the persou depos 
iting such paper liable to a penalty. The au- 
thority of congress to assume control of the tele- 
graphic service is maintained, but the postinaster 
neral does not consider such a step admisable.

KRecommendations of Attorney-General Brewster—

Brewster in his report of the business of the depart 
ment of justice during the past year, summarizes 
the work of ihe courts. Im the supreme court at 
the Octoberterm 74 cases in which the government 
was interes'ed were disposed of, 30 being decided 
in favor of and 2i sgainust the United Siates. Dis 
missed. 13. In the court of claimsin 44 suits claim 
ing $2,831,224 90 judgmeut was forthe d«fendants; 
and in 36 suits claiming $593,217.85, 
judg ment was for claimants for $475, 
560. +6. In this court 51 suits were 
dismissed. In the circvitaud district courts, 1 597 
Civil suits Were terminated. Of these iu 64: judg 
ments were fur the United States, in 115 for the de- 
fendants, aud 820 were nol pros, dismissed or dis- 
continued; il were appealed from the district to 
the cireuit court, and wine fromthe circuitto the 
supreme court. Last year 7,792 criminal prosecu- 
tions were termina Of these 4 663 were under 
the internal revenue iaws, iu which there were 2.- 
ious, 600 acquittals and 1,339 nol pros.,

MACON AND BRUNSWICK BONDS. 


fhe United States Supreme Oourt Decides That the 
Siate of Georgia (an Net be Sued. | 

W ASHINGTON, December 3.—In the supreme court 
to-day a decision was rendered inthe case of No. 
17. George A. Cunningham vs. the Macon and 
Brunswiek railroad company, et al, appeal from 
the cireuit court of the United States for the sonth- 
ern cistefet of Georgia, This Wasa suit upon a se- 
ties of bonds of the Macon and Brunswick rail- 
road company, amounting in the aggregate to $600,” 
which had been indorsed 
of Georgia under authority of the state legislature. 
In 1873 the railroad company failed. and the gov 
ernor. in order to secure the interest of the state 
created by its indorsement of these and other sim 
ilar bouds, seized the road In 1875, the state. by 
anact of its legislature, repudiated its iudorsement 
on the $500,000 bonds here iu Controversy, but con 
firmed by purehase ifs right to the road and made 
provision for the payment of another earlier series 
ot bonds, whieh also bave its indorsement. The 
present suit was brought by one of the holders of 
the £600 000 series of bonds  agzinst the 
governor and treasurer of gthe state and others 
to test the question of thefstate’s liability, and to 
obtaiu relief. The bill was dismissed in the court 
below on the ground that it Was virtuallya suit 
against the state, and the state was not and conld 
not be made a party to it. This court coincides in 
that view of the case, and says wheneverit can he 
clearly seen that the state is an indispensable party 
to enable the court, according to the rnies which 
governits procedure, to grautthe relief sought 
the court will refuse to take jurisdiction. 
In this case the state of Georgia is an 
indispensible party. Itis, in fact. the only proper 
defendant. No ane side has any personal inter- 
estin the matter, er any oflicial authority to grant 
the relief asked, No foreclosure of the suit can 
be sustained without thestate, because she has the 
legal title to the preperty, and the purchaser un- 
dera foreclosure decree would get no title in the 
absence of the state. The state is in actual posses- 
sion of the property, and the court can deliver no 
possession to the purchaser. The entire interest 
adverted to the pl intiffis the interest of the state 
of Georgia, in the property of 
which she hes both the title 
and possession. On the hypothesis that the fore- 
closure by the governor was valid the trust as- 
serted by the plaintiff is vested in the state as 
trustee. and notin any officers sued. {0 money 
decree cun be rendered agains! the state or against 
its officers, nor any decree against the treasurer as 
settled in the Lauisiana, Virgivia and Jumel cases, 
If any branch of the state government has the 
power to give the plaintiff relief, it is the legisla 
ture Why isit not sued asa body or its members 
by mandamus, to compel them to provide means 
to pay the state’sindorsements, The ab-urdity of 
this proposition shows the impossibility of compell- 
ing the state to pay its debts by judicial process, 
The decree of the circuit court is affirmed Opiuvion 
by Justice Miller, Justices Harlan and Field, dis- 
senting.

There was 
a large attendance at the Catoolic cathedral, where 
Rey. Mr. McCarter, referring to the meeting, which 
was prohibited, said that such acts on the part of 
the government were enuugh to make rebels of 
them all, and if persisted in would drive the peo- 
ple to rebellion. He deciared that the meetings 
would be neld despite the government or the or 
apgem: n, and he characterized the prohibition of 
the meeting as a direct insult to the Catholics 
During ‘he attack on the Protestants two police- 
men were injured by being struck by stones.

LoNDoN , December 3.—On leaving the dock Satur- 
day night, O'Donnell, guarded by a strong e-cort, 
walked with a firm aud unbesitating step to the 
ce}l for condemned prisoners. He was iutensely ex 
cited, but maintained an air of defiance,and contin- 


ued to anatematize England and the English peo- 
pleand laws On r-aching the cell, O’ Dounell, by 
a strong effort, regained bis habitual composure. 
The Catholic chaplain of the prison, Father Flem- 
iug, soou Visited the prisoner, and remained closet- 
ed with himalongtime. The visit had a soothing 
effect on the prisoner. After a refreshing night's 
sleep, O'Donnell ate a hearty breakfast and con- 
versed freely with the wardens during Sunday. He 
expressed no surprise at the verdict, although he 
confessed that the jury’s hesitation inspired him 
with the hope that he might escape the extreme 
peualty of the law.

It is devoted 
to humor and satire, and seems te 
fill its special field with considerable 
success. It has discovered that the basis of 
success in humor and satire, as well asin 
everything else,is a good streng streak of com. 
mon sense. Weare reminded ofall this by 
the fact that Life, in its last issue, has some 
characteristic comment on a letter recently 
written by a well known citizen of Louisiana 
to anorthern correspondent, in which he says: 
“You can assure your friends that if they 
come here on ‘business,’ and to assist in de- 
yeloping the commerce and resources of our 
country, they will be cordially welcomed, 
whether republicans or democrats, and will 
be at liberty to vote as they please.”’ 

Life quotes these and other statements 
in the letter and serves them up with the 
sauce of satire, but somehow it fails to per- 
ceive the thinly veiled satire inthe tone of 
the statements—the tone which one invaria- 
bity takes when one is surprised at the neces- 
sity of enligntening overwhelming ignorance. 
But this fact by no means takes the point 
from the satire with which Life deals with the 
subject. Itismo longer necessary to deal 
out such information. The time for it Qas 
past, and its untimeliness reduces it to the 
level of twaddle. At the north, only a few 
idiots who edit newspapers, are talking about 
the war, and no sane man is afraid to come to 

‘the south on account of either social or po- 
litical ostracism. For this reason, such state- 
ments as those which Life selects for humor- 
ous comment seem terribly out of place. 
They are out of place because they are un- 
necessary. The very best that can be said of 
them is that they are perfunctory. They do 
no sort of good. Northern people who have 
any idea of coming to the south will be very 
sure to acquaint themselves with all the facts, 
and the most ignorant white man in the 
country is not too ignorant to discount the 
utterances of the partisan press. 

Asa matter of fact northern p§ople are 
coming to the south every day, and northern 
capital is seeking investment wherever it can 
perceive the probability of profitable returns. 
Northern men have been settling in the south 
and northern capital has been searching for 
investments ever since the war, and neither 
the one nor the other bas paid fhe slightest 
attention to the sound and fury of the politi- 
cians. Thus when an esteemed editor of a 
northern republican organ informs us that the 
south can never hope to secure northern set- 
‘tlers or northern capital until such dema- 
gogues as Mahone are allowed to control our 
affairs, Tue ConsTITUTION is justified in giv- 
ing circulation to an audible smile. The in- 
flux of these two factors depends upen con- 
siderations and circumstances that have not 
the remotest connection with party politics. 

So far as Georgia is concerned, THe Conati- 
TUTION can lay its hand upon its heaving 
bosom and declare that northern capital has 
beep very busy amongst us during the past 
two or three years. We are afraid to say jus: 
how many millions have been invested in the 
empire state ofthe south, but two railway 
trunk lines have been built, anda thousand 
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and one investments, almost as important 
have been made. In addition to this, a large 
amount of northern money is on the loan 
market, and this will eventually represent 
some very substantial investments. Georgia 
is no doubtahead of other southern states ip 
the material progress which invites capital, 
but notastate in the sou.ch has been ne- 
glected. In every one northern capital is to 
be found in profitable employment, and in 
every one northern men are to be found in 
pursuit of the almighty dollar. 

The truth is, the average republicar editor 
of the north is worse than provincial. His 
environment is even narrower than the walls 
of his printing office. He is confined to his 
own bigoted conceptions and prejudices. He 
is familiar enough with the course and cur- 
rent of partisan politics, but of the real life 
and movement of the republic he knows no 
more than a London charwoman. But worst 
of all, if he had any knowledge or conception 
of it, he would not appreciate it. He could 
neither understand nor sympathize with the 
vast forces which are engaged in moulding 
and unifying the country in spite of the pro- 
tests of the partisan politicians; and it is not 
muecessary that he should. If hecould under- 
stand the situation, he would become a 
stumbling-blook, whereas his ignorance con- 
fines him to a treadmill which pesters nobody. 
The country is getting along without him and 
his fellows, but we don’t know that it deserves 
much credit for that.

ferent manner, Instead of 
surplus, he would collect the whisky tax as 
at present, and hand it over to the states on 
the basis of population. Out of 8 millions 
or thereabouts collected each year from 
whisky, Georgia would receive under Mr. 
Biaine’s plan, $2,598,000, This would relieve 
the state of taxation for state purposes, . and 
some owners of ‘‘houses, farms, factories, 
stores and shops’’ would perhaps rejoice. The 
scheme is very plausible and cunning and 
sensational, like in that respect nearly every 
other recent public utterance of the great 
president aspirant. 

Before the proposed bill is passed and signed 
there will doubtless be an inquiry relative to 
the right of the genera! government to collect 
taxes for the states. Illinois will want to 
know why twenty millions should be taken 
from her people to be chiefly usedin paying 
the expenses of Maine, Oregon, Florida, Min- 
nesota and other states that donot make whis- 
ky. Kentucky will object to footing Michigan’s 
local bills. The constitution says that direct 
taxes shall be apportioned among the people 
according to representation. Thewhisky tax 
proposed by Mr. Biaine would be collected 
from about ten states, and distributed per 
capita among thirty-eight states. 

But aside from the constitutionai point the 
plan is extremely objectionable. It would 
lead to all the corruption and extravagance 
that invariably accompany money that comes 
in an easy way. Then, too, it would be the 
culmination of a long course of acts looking 
to the concentration of powerin the general 
government. It would be centralization in 
its last and worst form. The states would in 
that case do away with all the machinery of 
taxation, and they would look each month 
for their stipend from the federal treasury. 
They would become in fact very much such 
dependencies of the central goverment as 
England has in the East Indies. The country 
is not ripe for such a departure from constitu- 
tional government, and Mr. Blaine will not 
be apt to urge its adoption. It is simply 
presidential bait for noodles to nibble at, and 
after the campaign is over it will go to join 
the Wharton plan. 

By the way, why does not some republican 
leader suggest the feasibility of leaving the 
money that the government does not need, 
in the pockets of the people? Such a plan 
would be constitutional; it would not pro- 
mote corruption, and it would have no ten- 
dency tochange the natureof the govern- 
ment. Itisa little old-fashioned, we admit, 
but it will bear another trial. 


THE notion that young people have no use for 
glasses,and wear them ‘‘just for style,’’ is a great 
mistake. The nose-glass is simply an instrument 
of torture, detested by all oculists, and an uncom- 
fortable make-shift to the man who pinches his 
nose withit. The bowed glasses fret the ears and 
keep the cuticle of the bridge of the nose in a state 
of irritating abrasion. Still, as glasses appear to be 
necessary evils, it is well enough to know some 
thing of the conditions under which they become 
useful. When old age comes on, the little bit of 
elastic, jelly shaped like a lens, just back of the 
pupil of the eye, grows stiffer, and 
gradually loses something of its globular shape. 
This is due to the fact that the habit of looking at 
distant objects causes the circular muscle and 
elastic ligament holding the lens in its place to 
relax, thus flattening thelens. This is why mag- 
nifying glasses have to be used to get the image of 
any near object focussed clearly on the retina at 
the back of the eye. A gradual changein the eye 
is natural, but short-sightednessis a disease. The 
constant straining of the eye in badly 
lighted rooms and insufficient or im- 
proper food will change the shape of the eye, ren- 
dering the use of glasses necessary. For some de- 
fects of vision there is no known remedy. Color- 
blindness is one of these. This disability is owing 
to a deficiency in the brain directly over and be- 
tween the eyes. In order to preserve the eye in its 
normal condition it should be used iu such a man- 
ner as to prevent or check the gradual flattening of 
the lens. Proper care will accomplish wonders in 
this direction.

On the contrary, I am and have long been 
iis earnest advocate. I believe both inthe con-

MOVED TO THE JAIL. 

The mob moved at ouce to the jail, where -they 
were held at bay by the Birmingham Rifles for a 
few moments. The Rifles were ordered into tne 
} jail, and assoon as the jail doors were barred, the 
mob became enraged and proceeded to break down 
the doors, Afier effecting an entrance search was 
made for the criminal, buthe was no where to be 
found. Fulltwenty minutes were consumed in 
the search, the mob being augmented yvreatly. 
When satisfied he wus notin jailthe mob repaired 
to the courthouse, and made a thorough search, 
even to the steepie, 

A MARCH ON THE CITY PRISON. 

Failing to find him there, they marched to the 
city prisonand searched it throaghont, bus with 
no better result.

A FIRE A'* a FACTORY. 


The tore at the Exposition (etton Mille Destroyed 
by Fire Yesterday. 


Yesterday about noon a fire broke out in 
the store room of the Exposition cotton 
mills and quickly got such headway that it 
could not bé controlled. 

The public will remember the building in 
the rear of the old cotton exposition art hall 
whicn during the cotton show was occupied 
by displays of billiard tables, oil stoves, etc 
[In the second story of the building the bench 
show was held. Since the exposition build- 
ings passed into the hands of the factory 
company a part of the art hall has been torn 
away, so that the rear annex was left standing 
to itself, 

It has been occupied as the storeroom 
apd was filled with provisions, dry 200ds8, 
etc. Atnoon yesterday the clerk who keeps 
the store closed up and went to dinner. He 
had not been gone long before some of the 
operarives who were walking around the 
place saw that the roof was on fire. An 
alarm was sounded and all the operatives 
turned out with buckets and began a vig- 
orous fight onthe fire. The building was 
ot wood and it was easy to see that it could 
not besaved. Attention was then turned 
to removing the goods and nearly every 
thing was taken out. The building 
burned rapidly, making a big fire and a hot 
blaze. The alarm had been sent to the city 
by telephone and the engines and reels went! 
out. The distance was nearly three miles, 
but the reels and engines reached there in a 
reasonably short time. An -.engine was 
stationed at the lake and the hose trom botb 
reels was laid, as it required both to reach the 
fire. Water was also secured from the factory, 
and two streams were turned on. In the 
meatime the fire had been communicated to 
two tenement bouses and had wel! nigh con- 
sumed them. When water wassecured, how- 
ever, the further progress of the fire was 
speedily check ad.
